Of late thore lave been a mass of articles 
and telegrams fortelling an outbreak of war 
between Japan and Russia, and the Russian 
Government have been only awaiting the 
arrival of the Minister of War Kuropitkin 
from the Far East to give ia firm refusal to 
the Japancse: ultimatam, after which the 
Japanese Government, ean da nothing less 
than declare, war, 

Now [ propose to give a full wecount’ of, 
the Russian and Japanese forces, based ou 
personal observations while — travelling 
through Manchuria, Corea, and Japan, fn 
Corea, Russia had only about 8,000 (now 
more) men on the banks of the Yalu Rivar, 
near Wiju.

Japan were thoroughly exhausted, England 
would be bound by the terms of the treaty 
of alliance to come to her assistance..
